The Public Doniam- 

TwGuty-fivo days inoro unci tho railway 
embargo, placed upon the piibljo domain 
by the Treaty of Union, shall bo lifted! 
Twenfcy-flve days more, and the Legisla- 
ture -will, for the first time in the history 
of British Columbia, possess full aud ab- 
aoluto power to dispose of tho pulilic 
lands in acoordnuco witli tho public will 
and pleasure! In tho Treaty it -was pro- 
vided "that until the coiiuuuneeiueur,, 
within two years as aforesaid from tlio 
date of tho Union, of thoCoonatraotion of 
tlie said Railway, tho Government of 
British Columbia shall not soil or alienate 
any further portion of tho public lands of 
British Columbia, in any other way .than 
under right of pre-emption, ro»iuiring ae- 
tual residonco of tho pro-emptor on tho 
land claimed by him." 13ut wliat if the 
work of construction should not bo com- 
menced and, tho lino not bciing locatcil. 
tho Company should not bo in a position 
to solect tlie railway belt of land by tlie 
20lh July? Unreadiness on tho part of 
tho Company or tho Federal Govornuieiit 
■will scarcely constitute a good ground for 
continuing tho extremely inconvenient 
embargo upon our public lands. The 
delay in commencing the work of con- 
Btrnction wouhl of itself bo a serious in- 
jury to liritiah Columbia; and to make 
that a ground for continuing tho embargo 
would, indeed, be adding insult to inj'.iry. 
But there seems to bo no reason for ap- 
prehending anything of tho kind. No de- 
cision has yet been arrived at as to wheth- 
er tho railway will roacli the Paciiic by 
way of Bute Inlet or by tlio VaUey of tlie 
Fraser. The completion of the oxpi>ri- 
mental survey will aloue decide that. YvX 
it may be accepted as a foregone conclu- 
aion that, by whatever route it comes, 
Esquimau will bo tho terminal point. 
That being tho ease, the lino between 
Esquimau and Nanaimo is an iuovitaMo 
Boquonce, — tho line to cross to Burranl 
Inlet or follow up tho coast to cross dry- 
shod at Seymour Narrows, according as 
■ the BUJCcey aboat to be cairiedout may de- 
cide. It seems, therefore, not at all im- 
probable that tho Company may take the 
necessary steps by the 20th prox. f(u- re- 
serving, meanwhile, tho forty mile belt 
between Esqnimalt and Heynionr Nar- 
rows, that portion of it north of Nanaimo 
to be relinquished, should tho Burrard In- 
let route bo selected. Wo presume it 
would be quite legitimate for the Com- 
panj' to make a formal commencement at 
Esquimau and to select the hind, as inti- 
mated, on or before tho 20th July; and it 
does not seem unreasonable to assume 
that the construction of the Hko in the 
direction of Nanaimo will be bona fide 
proceeded with, inasmuch as that would 
have to be made in any event. But it is 
difficult to 800 how the Compiiny can be 
prepared to select tho bolt, or any part of 
it, on tho Mainland until a decision shall 
liavo been arrived at as to th(^ route. It 
may, therefore, betaken for granted that, 
perhaps with the exception of tho Island 
oelt, wxe whole of the public lands of the 
Province will be thrown open under tho 
somewhat more liber.il law of last session 
for pre-emption, purchase, or froo gift. 
Are the local authorities prepared to give 
tho people the full benefit of tlio oppor- 
tunity about to bo presented, by sending 
out surveying parties to lay down base 
Hues, &G. ? Bemember, the opportunity 
must be brief. Whenever the railway 
bolt is taken iij) all tho way to tho Ttockies, 
tho privilege of selecting hoiuestoads un- 
der the more liberal Provincial conditions 
will be materially curtailed. 

Th.e Fee System. 

The local organ of tho Clovornnient 
treats its readers to a lionnlv on pro- 
fessiouiil dishonesty! Well, wesui^jio.so 
our comtenporary ouglit to bo some 
authority on that subject for, like tho 
prodigal, it knows all about it— the ways, 
the fruitB. It complains tliat we did 
notdsal with the "pith and uiaiiow" of 
its "arguments" on the Fee System, 
the otlier day. This complaint is ill 
founded. The article iu (piestiun, like 
most of its articles, contained ueitlier 
"pith" nor "marrow;" certainly there 
was no "argument" in it. We are chal- 
lenged to produce evidence of the fact 
that the fee system, as atteiii])tcd to /a; 
aiJplicd by tlie present Adiuinist.i-atiun, 
is neither successful nor Hatisfactory. 
Now this is rather absurd, seeing Imtli 
its own correspondents and onrs have 
repeatedly',tjSstilied to the fact. A id 
to that the various other outcroppiugs 
of pulilic sentiment, such, for instance, 
aa the rider to tlio verdict of tlio jury 
in tlio McClrath case: "At the same 

•time, the jury regret that thon; are 
not greater facilities afforded to outly- 
ing settlers for the bringing of offend- 
ers to justice, which often leads inen 

. to take the law into their own hands, " 

' and a tolerably strong case seems to 
be madn out. 

What kind of proof does itwuiiL ? 
There will be another kind forth- 
conaii^g when theLegialatui-e re-assem- 
bles 1 Tho organ reiterates the empty 
assertion tliat "tlie fee system li.as 
met with almost universal coininenda- 
tion, and will rtisuit in a gr(,'at siiving 
of revenue, and, wo believe, in (piitii as 
efficient an administration of public 
attairs." Now as tp the fitness of the 
fee system to fulfil all those conditions, 
we have never changed our opinion. 
Had that system been eartifiiUy and 
gradually Kubstituted for tho<;lh(n-in 
those coniiaunities to wliiiih it was 
adapted, wo still contend that both 

iij^Soienoy and economy would hav(3 
been attained. But the blind and in- 
diHoriininate way in which tho jii eseni 
Ministry j'recliiitated tho cliiuige has 
evolved a dilVcront state of things. The 
organ is not jiistilied in uHserting lliat 
this journal has turned round and op- 
posed, the system and condemned tiio 
Government fdir 'introdiicing it. On 
the contrary, wo condemn tlin (iovern- 
ment for turning good into evil, Has 
not our contemporary sullii ienL brain, 
power to descriminaLo belwfMni the 
usei and misuse of. aii. |udimttcd 



good? Given, T?esponsil)lo Govern- 
ment a good. In tiio hands of the 
present Administration it is in a fair 
way of being transformed into an evil. 
'J.'he organ is so indiscreet as to impute 
to this journal un'worthy- motives for 
opjKi.siiig the Gbvernmerit. When 
tlui Cor.oNi.sT sliall have permitted it- 
self to 1)0 dragged tiirough tho dirt in 
order that it might hang on to the E.t- 
ecutive teat, . 

"TUnt lliriftnia.v frlinw l:iwniui;" 

it will thon be time enough to tax us 
with being actuated by personal moti- 
ves in opposing or upholding any ad- 
iniiiistrati(jii. Until sucli an oppor- 
tunity oilers, our contemporary would 
act wisely in maintaining a discreet si- 
lence on the subject of motives.

J^mes McGrath called, and having 
Doifaing to .say, His Honor proceeded to 
pass jiidgment upon him and remarked 
that the prisoner had displayed ungovern- 
able temper. It was fortunate for him 
that tho jury discredited tho evidence 
shoving that prisoner hud been culled on 
to refrain from striking and had not done 
■o. His Honor sentenoed MoGrath to 
pay a fine of $300, and to bo imprisoned 
until paid. 

The Attorney-General remarked that if 
prisoner could mot pay it he would be in 
prison for life. ^ 

His Honor rejoined that ho could only 
be guided by the law and that ho liad folt 
it impossible to apply the alternative — 
that of imprisonment. 

The Attorney-GenGral again pleaded 
for tho prisoner, praying His Xiordship to 
consider that all powers of pardon had 
taken from tlio authorities here. 

Hia Honor said that the sentence could 
be mitigated. 

The Attornej'-Genoral continued, saying 
that with all duo dcforenco to His Lord- 
ship's opinion a mitigation woe virtually 
a pardon. 

His Honor then quoted from the Stat- 
uto Law to strengthen lii.s position. 

Mr. Justice Gray hero remarked that it 
■was not tho fault of the Court but of tho 
Act of Parliament, if tho penalty was- op- 
pressive, and thatap])cal for pardon could 
jilivaya be made to a liigher authority. 

Tho Attorney-General asked that tlio 
fine bo reduced to ?1I)0. 

Mr. Justice Gr.iy Riiid that tho sontcneo 
of tho Court should, in every cise, be pro- 
portionate with tho ofl'enci! uominttted.

Lately one or two have had fears of scur- 
vy, but spruce tea has set thom all right 
again. It is a grand remedy, and it is 
well this should bo published in British 
Columbia. Wo aro now nearly to Mc- 
Leod Kiver, on our way to tho Saskatch- 
ewan, and I expect you will hear of us out 
on the prairies very soon. Wo aro making 
excellent i)rogress, — two miles a day, at 
l>resent througii tho hills. On tho lovei 
ground wo expect to make oight. Mr. 
Moborly is in front, deciding tho best 
course for both trail nnd survey, and I can 
assure you it requires both tact and push 
to do that, especially through a country 
wlicro we have tho spurs from tho 
nKJuntains and tho foot hills to contend 
with. Tho country through which wo 
are now passing alternates with hill and 
dale, with occasional small prairies 
through which mountain stroams meander. 
Tho soil is excellent in the -valleys, and. 
will produce cereals and root crops in 
great abundance. Sonic have an idea 
that the seasons are late; but I do not 
think they aro later than in some parts of 
(Jntario. In fact I huvecome to tho con- 
clusion that wo may livo to see rich and 
nourishing farming Hettleraouts in tho 
heart of tho liocky ISIountains. Coal is 
here in great abundance, nnd, I bolievo 
also, silver and gold. Tho latter is now 
found in paying quantities on McLeod 
Itiver and other streams heading in tho 
Bockies. Our boys have been woiting 
for an express till they are heart siok."
